The glorious pageantry of the Middle Ages, somber in sable, 
resplendent in scarlet and cloth-of-gold, is inextricably linked with the charm, the 
ancient glamor, and the high romance of those casements which made of noble 
castles, dwellings more homelike; and of frowning fortresses, citadels less dour 
and grim. m No Crusader, pacing by on his heavy charger, pondering val- 
orous deeds in distant Palestine, but looked up to some high casement as he 
passed, hoping to catch a fleeting glimpse of her whose favor he wore firmly bound 
to corselet, lance, or helmet-visor. \m Juliet, Melisande, that stoical Anne — 
sister to Bluebeard's foolish wife — all leaned wistfully, or peered anxiously from 
out-swung casements, the charming, old-world windows now come again into their 
own as a welcome addition to modern American architecture. mB No one 
knows who first turned a parchment-paned hole-in-the-wall into a swinging window. 
But, certain it is, that he had in mind the better ventilation which a little door, 
open to the wind, would make possible. Either the word window'' derives from the 
ancient word "vindr" meaning '^wind's eye," or perhaps more plausibly, from some 
old Anglo-Saxon word such as "win-dor" or "wind's door." ■ ^o^paTfiy 
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In a strictly formal setting where the room must bear the stamp 
of stateliness, even of grandeur, unobtrusive Win-Dor Operators perform with quiet 
dignity their function of definite utility. The casements are controlled perfectly, in any 
position, through the screen. They are opened silently, smoothly and easily — Just four 
turns of the handle are needed. When the windows are closed, they are automatically, 
positively and safely locked on the inside and secure from intrusion. 
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This inviting corner of a lovely, panelled library looks out upon 
a scene which, in Spring, might well attract the brush of a Corot. It is in such restful 
window embrasures that the effortless convenience of Win-Dor operated casements is 
most appreciated. Any degree of opening that is desired, can be obtained at a touch, 
whether the windows are screened or not. Curtains stay unsoiled by the opening of 
inside screens. Insects are kept out — always! 



The name "Win-Dor'' merits careful consideration by you who at present have case- 
ments, or by you who are considering their use, since it stands for specialized hard- 
ware which makes casements as convenient, as easy to operate and as secure, 
as they are beautiful. ^ To-day, as always, the outswung casement is the 
only really satisfactory type. In fact, inswung casements would never have been 
used at all in this country, any more than they have ever been used abroad, had it 
not been that insect-screens are necessary in most parts of America. ^^^^^ 
But with the invention of screening, and the production of wire screen-cloth on an 
extensive scale, it became necessary to have the casements swing into the room, 
rather than outward in the time-honored fashion. The inventive genius of the time 
seems not to have solved the problem of installing inside screens and, at the same 
time, affording convenient and easy operation of the casements. ^ In 
1906, however. The Casement Hardware Company began its first manufacture of 
an operator or adjuster which would work through an inside screen, thus enabling 
the home owner to adjust his casements to any desired position without disturbing 
the inner screen, without even momentarily admitting flies and other insects to the 
room, and without soiling curtains and hangings during the manipulation of the 
inevitably dusty screens. ^ Since 1906, the Win-Dor trade-mark has 
become indelibly associated with Casement Hardware Headquarters. Here, prob- 
lem after problem incident to the successful and convenient inside-screening of 
casement windows, has been solved in a practical, satisfactory, and inexpensive 
manner, ^^^i^^ To-day, Casement Hardware Headquarters, under the Win-Dor 
trade-mark, offers a complete line of casement hardware devices calculated to take 
care of any problem which may arise in connection with wood or steel casements, on 
new or old construction, and with any size, or style, of sash, stool or reveal. ^ 
Each device is made in all standard finishes, often in a choice of materials, and 
always designed with lines which conform to, or are harmonious with, any desirable 
type of architecture current today. ^ Thanks to quantity production and 
modern distribution methods, the cost of Win-Dor hardware is surprisingly little. The 
simplest bungalow, or the most elaborate mansion, can alike be provided with its prac- 
tical, useful, sturdy qualities which emphasize convenience at no sacrifice of beauty
